ONDON, April 18.—{By Atlantic 
Cable.} The Daily Mail claims to 
have authority to announce that 
the basis of peace has practically been 
agreed upon at Pretoria, but says that 
some little time will elapse before the 
details of the plan can be perfected. 

The paper adds that upon finding 
that the British government refused, on 
Wednesday, to modify its terms with 
regard to amnesty, banishment and a 
responsible government, the Boer del- 
egates met again on Thursday. : 

The British decision, practically leav- 
ing them the alternative of accept- 
ing the British terms or breaking up 
the conference, was then communicated 
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to them, and the delegates proved more 
reasonable. 

When Lord Milner, the British High 
Commissioner in South Africa, prom- 
ised the delegates one or two seats on 
the Executive Council, subject to the 
approval of the government, and 
pending the restoration of a responsi- 
ble government, they practically agreed 
to accept the British terms.

“The Senate substitute, as finally amended, 
really gives us all we want except in omitting 
the sailors’ clause,” said Mr. Kahn, “and it is 
much more drastic than is generally under- 
stood. It goes much further than the original 
Platt substitute, and by re-enacting the present 
law and the law of 1888, extending them to 
our island possessions, and continuing these 
laws indefinitely, we get almost, if not quite, as 
much as we did by the original bill. But in any 
event, as the present exclusion law runs out on 
May 5, it would be desirable to accept the Senate 
substitute, for if we are a single day without an 
exclusion law, thousands of Chinamen would 
cross the border from Canada.

| CONFIRMATORY TESTIMONY. 
THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS-—A.M} 
WASHINGTON: April 17.—Edward 
‘J. Davis of Greenfield, Mass., who was 
in Co. M, Twenty-sixth 
yYolunteer Infantry, was before the 
'Benate Committee on the Phillppines 
today. He was present in the convent 
at Igbaras, November 27, 1900. when the 
“water cure” was administered to the 
presidente of the town of Igbaras, as 
testified to by Sergt. Riley and Private 
Bmith,. and related the incidents con- 
mected therewith. 

He was sworn before being examined, 
end was questioned by Senator Raw- 
tins. He spoke of the arriva! of the 
regulars under the command of Capt. 
Gienn. He said that under orders from 
Capt. Glenn, he, with a squad, had 
taken the presidente into custody on 
November 27, and had escorted him to 
the convent, where the “‘cure”’ was ad- 
ministered. He repeated the story of 
the torture of the presidente, adding 
Some details. The man was, he said, 
ahout 40 years of age. When he was 
taken into the convent he was asked 
to give information as to whether run- 


_Mers had been sent to notify the in- 


surgents of the arrival of the scouts 
dn the town. Refusing to do this, the 
water detalii, consisting of two privates 
of the Eighteenth Infantry, was or- 
dered by Capt. Glenn to strip him. The 
man’s clothing was removed above 
the waist, and vis hands tied behind 
his back, when the cure was admin- 
istered by this detail. 

“He was then.” the witness § said, 
“taken to the water tank and thrown 
upon his back, and while an interpreter 
stood over him, a stream of water was 
directed into his mouth, which was 
held open.”

“There was,’ he added, “also a na- 
ttve school teacher there who was mal- 
treated at the same time, but the water 
cure was not administered to him. He 
was taken into one of the back rooms 
of the convent by Dr. Lyon, who se- 
cured the information he wanted from 
him two Colt’s revolvers to 
his head, thus rendering it ‘unneces- 
sary to administer the cure.’”

Davis said he had been in charge 
of a detachment of fifteen men in the 
town of Igbaras for several months, 
before the arrival of the regulars, and 
also for some time afterward, and that 
he had never had any trouble whatever 
with the natives. He had talked with 
the regular soidiers about the water 
cure, and had been given to under- 
Stand that its administration was not 
of ra © occurrence, but said they had 
not given names of persons or places. 

He replied to Senator Lodge that he 
knew of the murder of several mem- 
bers of Co. F of his regiment, by na- 
tives at another point, but it had been 
his understanding that they were killed 
by ladrones, rather than by is town 
authorities, as Col. Dickman had re- 
ported.

The failure of a dam at Conchuda, or 
Boca, San Carlos, or at or at 
Tamborgrunde or at any other site on 
the Sant Juan River would only mean 
the loss of that structure, to be re- 
placed on a better location if a lake 
level canal is preferred. 

“These chances are at least 10 to 1, 
and if the risk is estimated at only ten- 
fold the cost of the dam at Bohio. it 
would deter the boldest gambler in fu- 
tures from risking the possible loss of 
more than $80,000,000 when, if he was 
successful, his profits could not exceed

Discussing the proposed routes of the 
canal and the decision of the Walker 
commission, Mr. Morgan said: 

“No member of either of the three 
commissions expressed a doubt or ap- 
prehension as to the certainty of the 
successful completion of a canal on the 
Nicaraguan route on either of five 
Plans that have been adopted, sur- 
veyed and located by the greatest en- 
gineers in America. The feasibility, 
practicability, usefulness, rmanence 
and commercial value of the Panama 
Canal to the United States are - all 
clouded with many doubts. 

“One duty that the government owes 
to humnatiy—which rises above all 
other personal considerations in the 
choice of these routes is the care of 
the health and lives of men whose ja- 
bor is the real power that must open 
this great waterway. 

“It is a political situation of great 
moment, and it is a cause of sincere 
gratification to the three ‘republics con- 
cerned in this canal that their interests 
are unified and not discordant as the 
interests of the State of Panama are 
toward those of Colombia.” 

Referring to the position taken by the 
advocates of the Panama route, Mr. 
Morgan said: “No more reckless an 
attitude was ever taken with refernce 
to an economic question or with less 
reason or justice to sup-

Morgan maintained that the 
Isthmian Canal Commission had no 
authority to accept an offer of the 
Panama Canal Company, and the sole 
duty of the President was to determine 
the route he would recommend to Con- 


gress.

HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

WASHINGTON, April 14—HOUSE.— 
The House began its session at ll 
o'clock today in order to expedite the 
Cuban Reciprocity Bill. A message 
was received from the President veto- 
ing a bill pensioning Thomas F. Walter. 
It was referred to the Committee on 
Invalid Pensions. 

Consideration of the Cuban Reci- 
procity Bill was. resumed, and Mr. 
Jenkins of Wisconsin spoke on the po- 
litical status of Cuba, maintaining that 
there could be no suspended sover- 
eignty, and that at the present time 
Cuba was under the political dominion 
of the United States. 

Mr. Jenkins opposed the bill because 
cur relations toward Cuba were not 
such as to permit of the proposed reci- 
procity treaty. 

Mr. Gaings of West Virginia also op- 
posed the bill, deciaring that it was 
unnecessary and unwise. 

Mr. Warner of Illinois, who followed, 
was also against the bill. He insisted 
that the measure was not along Repub. 
lican lines, and when he declared that 
at heart a majority of the members 
on the Republican side were opposed 
to the measure, the Republican op- 
ponents of the bill gave him a round of 
applause. 

Mr. De Armond of Miesouri made a 
or which attracted much attention. 

e employed his vitriolic comment 
upon the attitude of members‘*with his 
accustomed freedom. Calling attention 
to the fact that members of both sidés. 
whether they opposed or advocated 
the measure, justified their course by 
an appeal to their party principles, he 
remarked that, viewed from these di- 
verse standpoints, the measure was in- 
deed a remarkable departure in legisia- 
tion. He commented upon the state- 
ment of Gen. Grosvenor, a few days 
ago, that later the high rates of the 
Dingley law would be reduced and re- 
vised by the friends of that act. If 
the rates were too high, he saw no 
reason why the reduction should not 
eccur now, and in this connection re- 
ferred sarcastically to the Babcock bill 
to place steel on the fre~ list. Its au- 
thor had voied against the bill in com- 
mittee. and he intimated broadly that 
the purpose of fits introduction was to 
hold up the steel trust and other kin- 
dred trusts for the benefit of his party 
in the coming campaign. 

Speaking of the sugar trust, he ob- 
served that to hear members talk one 
would think there was nothing so 
friendiess in the House as this trust. 

“Fortunately,” he said, ironically, 
“there will be opportunity later on for 
members to show by their votes that 


they have not misrepresented them- 
selves.” 
It was contended, said he, on the 


other side, that’ the tariff which had 
developed the gigantic trusts should 
be reformed by its friends. 

“I think,” he exclaimed, “that the 
tariff should be reformed by the friends 
of the American people.” 

Proceeding, Mr. De Armond explained 
that later on a motion would be made 
to amend the bill to take the differential 
off refined sugar—the differential put 
in the bill for the benefit of the .trust, 
Then, he said, would come the “‘beauti- 
ful spectacle we have witnessed so 
often—the rules would stand in the 
way and members would hide behind 
the rules.” 

But Mr. De Armond warned mem- 
bers that they could not justify them- 
selves with such a plea. 

“That will our chance,” he sald. 
“You are either for this trust or you 
are against It. If you are against it, do 
not let a spider-web rule stand in your 
path. I for one don't propose to allow 
such a film to bar my way when I 
have an Sopertenny to do service for 
the American people. The man who 
votes to sustain the chair willl stand in 
history and before his constituents and 
this House as opposed to the proposi- 
tion he refuses to consider.” [Demo- 
cratic applause.] 

Mr. Cushman of Washington made a 
breezy speech against the Hill. He de- 
clared that a majority of the Repu)b- 
licans of the House were opposed, al- 
though a majority are today con- 
vineced that it would be better for them 
to be in favor of it. He intimated that 
the Speaker's position was responsible 
for the change of attitude of many 
members, and followed this statement 
with a very outspoken and almost sen- 
Ssational criticism of the power exer- 
cised by the Speaker. 

“lL make the statement on this floor 
now.” said Mr. Cushman, “that no 
member who introduces a bill not a

It 
is referred to a great committee of this 
House. They pass their judgment on 
it, récommend it for passage, and then 
it goes to the calendar. Calendar! That 
is &@ misnomer. It ought to be called 
a cemetery flaughter,] for therein lie 
of legislative hopes. 
{ Laughter. } en the bill is reported, 
what does the member who introduced 
it and who is charged by his constitu- 
ency to secure its p e do? Does 
he consult himself about his desire to 
call it up? No. s he consult the 
will of the majority of this House? No. 
I will tell you what he does. He either 
consents that the bill may die on the 
ealendar, or he puts his manhood and 
his individuality in his pocket and 
goes trotting down that little pathway 
that leads to Speaker's room. All the 
glory that clustered around the Holy of 

olies in King Solomon's Temple 
looked like 30 cents [Prolonged laughter 
and applause,] yes, looked like 29 
cents, Compared with that jobbing de- 
partment of this government.” [Ap- 
plause and laughter.) 

Mr. Cushman then quoted Cassius's 
allusion to Caesar as the colossus of 
the world, and continued: 

“IT make no onslaught on the indi- 
vidual. I have a high regard for the 
Speaker of the House personally and 
for him politically, but the fact is that 
we have adopted a set of rules in this 
body that are an absolute disgrace to 
the legislative body of any republic. 
{Applause on the Democratic side.] 
They are un-republican; they are un- 
democratic; they are un-American. 
[Applause on the Democratic side.] We 
need to restore this House to the great 
patriotic plane on which the fathers of 
the country placed it, that every indi- 

dual met on this floor stands on an 
equal and exact plane with every other. 
[Applause.] We operate here under a 
set of rules confessedly designed to be- 
little the hopes and dwarf the ambi- 
tions of the individual members of this 
body, and at the same time to invest 
more power in the hands of one or two 
men than was ever enjoyed by oriental 
despot or a ten-button mandarin. 

“I say to you, my friends, that the 
system is rotten at both ends. It is 
rotten at one end because it robs the 
individual member in this House of 
the power that the Constitution of the 
United States and his credentials as a 
member of this floor entitle him to; it 
is rotten at the other end ause it 
vests power in men that have no right 
in it, and ofttimes places on them duties 
that they have no capacity to fulfill. 
{Applause and laughter.) 

“Mr. Chairman, let no man charge me 
now with trying to teardown the Repub- 
lican party, but I confess that I some- 
times feel that I would like to put my 
hand upon the throat of one or two men 
who conceive that they are the Repub- 
lican party. [Applause and laughter.] 
I am a believer in the Republican party. 
The true friend of his party is the 
man who does not sit idly by and watch 
his party drift into disrepute and toward 
destruction, but the man who rises up 
and calls attention to the evils that 
exist. Nero sat on the hilltops and 
fiddled while the Eternal City rose in 
smoke and sank in ashes, and we are 
sitting here-idly and unconcerned, while 
the great power of this ancient house 
is being evaded; being evaded, belittied, 
debauched and destroyed. [Applause. ] 

There are people in Washington City 
today who are going down to a theater 
and paying out 50 cents each in order 
to see a performance of Liliputians, 
What a einful waste of money when 
they can. come up here and watch this 
House perform six days in the week 
for nothing. ughter.] 

“Now, Mr. Chairman, a member of 
this House said to me thé other day: 
‘Cushman, what makes you so thin?’ I 
will tell you what makes me so thin. I 
have a million earnest, patriotic, intel- 
ligent constituents behind me, demand- 
ing that I decure certain needed and 
righteous legislation in their interest. 
That is the pressure on me from the 
rear. When I try to secure recognition 
nd an opportunity to bring up that 
aegisiation for consideration, I go up 
against the stone wall that surrounds 
the Speaker of the House and the Com- 
mittee on Rules. That is the pressure 


on me in frant, and between the pres- 


sure from the rear and the pressure 
from in front, I have been flattened out 
like a canceled postage stamp [{Laugh- 
ter. 
“Now, in the three years that I have 
been a member on this body, I have al- 
ways approached that little machine 
with the deference due its age, and its 
station; bit I hope you will excuse my 
frankness when I tell you that from 
this teme on I will devote a little of my 
time and a tithe of my energy to put- 
4ing a few spokes in the wheels of that 
machine that the designers of the ve- 
hicle never ordered. [Laughter.] Now 
I will leave: the consideration of this 
subject with. the final observation that 
some time between now and the close 
of this sesston I will get a little time, 
at a suitable opportunity, and will 
make a speech on the subject of the 
rules of this House, and promise you 
that the speech will be so hot that it 
will have to be printed on asbestos 
paper and tied to a hand grenade for 
distribution.” 

Mr. Cushman then turned his atten- 
tion to the pending measure and its 
sponsors. After reading the utterances 
of Harrison, Blaine and McKinley on 
the subject of reciprocity, to show that 
they did not advocate such reciprocity 
as was contained in the pending bill, 
Mr. Cushman said: 

“I appeal from the reciprocity of 
John Dalzell to the reciprocity of Ben- 
jamin Harrison. I appeal from. the 
reciprocity of Congressman Grosvenor 
to the reciprocity of William McKin- 
ley. I appeal from the reciprocity of 
Sreno E. Payne to the reciprocity of 
James G. Blaine. I have been inter- 
ested as ell as entertained,”’ he con- 
tinued, “by some peculiar statements 
that have been made on this floor in 
support of this measure. 

“The gentleman from New York (Mr. 
Payne) on this side of the chamber 
proclaimed that this measure was the 
height of Republican protection, and 
then, within an hour, before the sand 
in the giass had run once, Mr. McCiel- 
lan arose from the other side and an- 
nounced that he was going to vote for 
it because it was a breach in the wall 
of protection and a step toward free 
trade. And these two speeches are 
printed in parallel columns of the same 
issue of the Congressional Record. 
There is a picture. The gentleman 
from New York (Mr. Payne,) with one 
foot plant@d on the wall of protection, 
with the other set firmly on the ram- 
parts of free trade, with the American 
Sugar Refining Company in his arms 
and the platform of the Republican 
party in his hip pocket. [Laughter.] 
There is a tableaux [renewed laughter] 
that, with the aid of a slow curtain 
and a little red fire, would bring tears 
to the eyes of an Egyptian mummy. 
{Laughter.] 

“My distinguished friend from Ohio 
(Mr. Grosvenor,) for whom I have a 
very high regard, also spoke upon”this 
bill, and I desire to say here, and to 
give it all the emphasis I can, that he 
is personally responsible for the fact 
that I occupy a seat on this floor to- 
day. The way it came about was this. 
In my State, that great expansive 
young commonwealth, in which there 
are few railroads, and where you can- 
not campaign ih a Pullman car, we 
have to get out on horseback or in a 
rowboat, or with a mule or with a bi- 
cycle, and go over the country any- 
where there ‘is no haggage-train 
equipment. hen a man goes cam- 
paignifg in that country, he puts a 
clean pair of socks and a toothbrush 
in his pocket and starts out. [Laugh- 
ter.}] I felt it was absolutely necessary 
for me In my campaign to carry along 
certain documents bearing on differ- 
ent phases of political questions, be- 
cause the people in that State are thor- 
oughbred, they: do their own thinking 
and they sometimes ask some very 


‘government 


awkward questions. After considering 
the matter carefully, I finally procured 
an entire collection of the speeches of 


Congressman Grosvenor, had them 
bound together, and I went through 
that campaign triumphant, without, a 
scratch, because I could always prove 
or disprove anything that ever came 
up. [{Laughter.] 

“If there is any one here who desires 
to deny that statement,” said he, paus- 
ing, “I am here to bear valuable testi- 
mony for his benefit. Why ia it the 
Speaker sets Up his immacviate judg- 
ment against that of members” he 
asked, and then proceeded to describe, 
amid the applause of the Democrats 
and many Republicans, how a bill, 
after its introduction, was finally 
worked through the committee to the 
calendar. 

“It is called the calendar,” said he, 
“although it should be called the ceme- 
tery, because it is strewn with the 
whitened bones of legislative hopes." 

On the calendar the bill remained un- 
til the Speaker was ready to have it 
considered. He disclaimed any int@&- 
tion of reflecting upon the Speaker per- 
sonally or publicly, as he had the high- 
est regard for him. It was the result of 
acts of members. themselves, he said, 
that they were powerless before the 
machine that controlled the House. 

“We adopted a set of rules,”’ said he, 
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“which are an absolute disgrace to this° 
House. They are un-Republican, un- 
Democratic and un-American. [Demo- 
cratic opplause.] They are rotten at 
both ends. They rob the individual 
member of his rights and place upon 
some members duties which they have 
no chance to fulfill.” [Renewed ap- 
plause and laughter.) 
Amid general laughter he quoted Cas- 
sius’'s speech to his fellbw-conspirators, 
describing Caesar as a colossus and 
blaming the conspirators themselves 
for being underlings, and saying it was 
a waste of time for the people of 
Washington to pay to see the Lillipu- 
tians, who are giving an exhibition at 
a local theater, when they could come 
up to the House gallery and witness 
the exhibition on the floor of the House. 
He announced that he proposed to de- 
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vote his attention to putting some 
spokes in the wheel of the machine Pierce’s Abbott’s Saline Laxative. 40c 
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to be printed on asbestos paper.” 
Then, turning to the sponsors for the 
bill, he paid his respects to Mr Payne, 
Mr. Daizell and Mr. Grosvenor, ridicul- 
ing each in turn by contrasting the 
reciprocity of Harrison with that of 
Dalzell: that of McKinley with that of 
Grosvenor, and that of Blaine with that 
of Sereno F. Payne. He was particu- 
larly severe on Gen. Grosvenor. He 
told of how he had made a successful 
campaign with the aid of a copy of 
that statesaman’s speech, from which, 
when he was cornered, he was always 
able to prove or disprove anything. 
Mr. Cushman concluded his speech 
with an eloquent peroration, which

WASHINGTON, April 16.—On March 
27 the following letter was sent by 
President Roosevelt to the President 
of France, inviting the French govern- 
ment and people to unite with the gov- 
ernment and the people of the United 
States in an appropriate dedication of 
the monument to Marshal de Rocham- 
beau, May 24: 

Theodore Roosevelt, President of the 
United States of America, to His Excel- 
lency, Emil Loubet, President of the 
French Republic: 

Great and Good Friend: I have 
the honor to inform you that the Con- 
gress of the United States has adopted 
a joint resolution authorizing and re- 
questing me to extend to the govern- 
ment and le of France a cordial 
invitation to’ unite with the govern- 
ment and the people of the United 
States in a fit and appropriate dedica- 
tion of the monument to Marshal De 
Rochambeau to be unveiled in the city 
of Washington on the 24th of May, 
1902. It becomes, therefore, my agree- 
able duty to tender in the name of the 
and the people of the 
United States this invitation to the 
government and the people of France. 

I trust that Your Excellency wiil 
see in this action another proof of 
the lasting gratitude of the American 
government and people for the ines- 
timable services rendered by France 
during the war of our revolution, and 
that the occasion will serve to join 
together’ still more firmly the ties 
which since that time have united the 
two countries. 

I avail myself of this opportunity 
to assure Your Excellency of mv fer- 
vent desire for the prosperity and hap- 
piness of yourself and the government 
and the people of Franée.

Dr. Stevenson of Ohio Wesleyan Uni- 
versity Delivers Scholarly Lecture— 


Local Alumni Extends Him Greeting. 

Prof. R. T. Stevenson, D.D., profes- 
sor of history in the Ohio Wesleyan 
University, Delaware, O., delivered a 
scholarly lecture last night at the First 
Methodist Episcopal Church on “The 
Evolution of the Bible.” The audience 
flied the auditorium. 

Prof. Stevehson came to Los Angele 
on invitation of tne local alumni a 
sociation of the Ohio Wesleyan Uni- 
versity, of which 8.

Steven- 
sno will lecture in Simpson Audiw- 
rium on “Types and Hopes of Ameri- 
can Democracy,” and the alumni asso- 
ciation will tender him a banquet ana 
reception Monday night. 

During his talk jast night Prof. Stev- 
enson said: 

“The forces of ‘history have haa 
their effect upon the process by which 


the Book has been unfolded. It Ppru-. 


fesses to be the :ecord of a revelation o: 
grace. ‘Grace which is not history w 
not grace.’ 

“In pursuing this thought it Is wet: 
to keep in mind several propositions. 
If the revelations were gfadual it 
would be indicated in the record. If the 
revelations were not independent of the 
laws of progress in human society, 1 
would appear so in the record. If the 
revelations had no fixed linguistic me- 
dium, the record would be subject to 
the laws of language growth. Of tne 
revelation demanded scientific accuracy 
the record would be a text-book of eci- 
ence. If the revelations came by im- 
perfect men the record would not claim 
for them perfection. If the revelation 
ever reached a climax in history tne 
record would declare it. Such a climax 
was reached, not in a form, system of 
thought, creed or fashion, but in a life. 
‘This life, that of a peasant, was rulea 
by certain dominant ideas which it was 
the aim of the revelation to get before 
the world. These ideas were the fatn- 
ernhood of God, the brotherhood of 
man, and the death of death. The ques- 
tion now faces us, whence such ideas 
if the life were not real?

‘TO SAVE MORE HUMAN LIVES. 


{Chicago Tribune:] The saving of 
lives from wrecked ships is made more 
speedy and certain y a device in- 
vented by Capt. W. L. Andres of the 
Jackson Park life-saving station, The 
new invention, which makes ible 
the prompt shooting of a li e line 
over a wreck, no matter how dark the 
night, was tested on Friday night. The 
old cannon is used, but instead of the 
old-stYle projectile, a sort of a steel 
rocket is fired. During its flight it 
leaves a long, bright trail of colored 
fire, which will make it easy to get the 
exact range of a wreck after two or 


three attempts. Several other improve. 


ments on the present system are made. 

The test was a complete success. The 
Projectile was charged with red, white 
and blue powder, and the flight from 
the cannon was marked by the trail 
of light. The powder burned for thir- 
ty-five seconds, much longer than is 
necessary, as the shot is spent in a 
fraction of that time. 

Covering the powder holes ts a flat 
disk, which is uncoupled from the 
shell by the concussion of firing. The 
charge in the cannon ignites the slow- 
burning powder in the shell through 
the medium of four small openings in 
the disk. At the same time this is done 
the disk filles to one side, leaving. the 
rocket powder, which is packed into 
the four holes, exposed. 

The inventor thinks his device means 
the ultimate displacement of the con- 
ventional life-line shot. 

In the manner of rendering ald to ships 
in distress in vogue now, shot after 
shot often is fired from shore without 
conveying knowledge to a crew that 
efforts are being made to effect their 
rescue.

Under the new conditions Capt. Andres 
declares it will be hard to miss the 
position of a boat needing assistance.

Andres’s invention is the same agency 
that is utilized to overcome an obstacle 
in the old shot, which greatly lessens 
the range and hinders accurate aim.

In the new 
invention this is overcome by a shank 
which opens from a groove tn the side 
of the shot and allows the life line to 
trail after it without. changing its 
course through the alr.

Old-time Boiler-making. 


It is not necessary to look back more. 


than a few years to recall the time 
when a steam boiler was made of al- 
most “any oid stuff,” riveted u- some- 
how, anyhow, so long as. the rivets 
were spaced with apparent regularity, 
and had good big heads on them. The 
chipping and caulking made the thin 
sheets look about an eighth of an inch 
thicker than they actually were, and 
the fittings and mountings of cast iron 
were so lavish in material that the 
buyer felt he was getting a good deal 
for his money. No one could see inside 
on the seams, even if it had occurred 
to him to look there and discover the 
mischief wrought by ¢drift-pins urged 
by heavy flogging hammers upon re- 
calcitrant rivet holes that simply 
would not let the rivets in, or find the 
liners and “dutchmen” that filied gaps 


where the plates would not come to-/ 


gether; but all these defects existed in 


cheap boilers, made to sell.—{Engineer- 
ing Magazine.

Visitor's Appreciation of Its Beauties 

and Its Wealth—Development Along 

New Railway. 

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

BIG BUG (Ariz.) April 15.—The tour- 
iet with an esthetic mind, bent upon 
seeing the grandest and most gublime 
of God’s handiwork, hies not to Switz- 
erland to gaze upon the Alps; to Ger- 
many for a jaunt upon the Rhine; to 
London for a sight of the London 
bridge: or to the Tower, where still 
evhoes the shriek of the many innocent 
victims whose life blood paid the pen- 
alty for having the temerity to claim 
poesesrion of their own souls; or to 
France or Italy to bask in the sun- 
shine of their supposed healthful cli- 
mates. But, if he is wise, he will, at 
the approach of winter, don his summer 
apparel and turn toward Arizona, wikth- 
in whose confines he can find a climate 
to suit his desires. 

Within two hours after pores | of 
his midday meal at Phoenix, clad in a 
linen suit, and sipping iced tea while 
an attendant hovers over him manipu- 
lating a fan, he can be seated upon the 
summit of some near-by mountain, 
wrapped in furs, and diet off a_ sixty- 
mile-an-hour wind and snowballs. 


What pen has yet adequately de- 
ecribed the many wonders to be seen in 
Arizona? 


The average tourist passing through 
the Territory carries away but.a very 
meager impression of its great natural 
advantages, its beautiful valleys, stu- 
pendous mountain ranges, and gorges, 
and, particularly, its vast mineral 
wealth and gigantic forests.

Colorado River is reached he 


the south, over the Southern Pacific 
Railway, how few know of the many 
wonders incompassed within the great 
mountain ranges, ever in sight, as the 
train bears them along over dry and 
arid wastes of desert land, until the 
Colorado is again reached at Yuma? 

It is not the purpose of this paper 
even to attempt a description of the 
many great natural beauties, the awe- 
inspiring wonders or the untold wealth 
in sight, and still hidden in the as yet 
untrodden hills . valleys of this 
great Territory; but Would briefly touch 
upon that part of the country about to 
be opened by the extension in process 
of construction by the Santa Fé, Pres- 
cott and Phoenix Railway. 

This latter road, running from its 
connection with the main line at Ash 
Forks, passes «through miles of forests, 
crosses a mammoth iron bridge—re- 


cently constructed—that spans the 
mighty chasm called Hell Cafion. All 
along the route are to seen many 


points of interest to-the world trotter; 
notably, the old ranch where the first 
capital of the Territory was estab- 
lished. At Jerome Junction connection 
is made with the United Verde and 
Pacific Railway. for Jerome, twenty- 
eight mile@ distant, and where is lo- 
cated the vast smelting works and 
United Verde copper minés. For twenty 
miles this road is an uphill climb. Run- 


ning along the mountain side, crossing | 


numerous gorges, spanned by bridges, 
twisting like a serpentias it follows the 
mountain ranges, thé tourist is not only 
impressed at the wondrous works of 
nature, but at the great skill of man, 
who, overcomi the seeming impossi- 
ble obstacies of nature, brings within 
the easy reach of his fellows the treas- 


j urea of the earth 


Continuing the journey south over the 
Santa Fé, Phoenix and Prescott Rail- 
way, the train twists through a mas- 
sive granite formation called the Point 
of Rocks, until the junction of the Pres- 
cott’and Eastern Railway is reached, 
six miles north of Prescott. 

The Prescott and Eastern Railway 
taps the famous mines of the Bradshaw 
Mountain. The present terminus of the 
road is Mayers Station. The train over 
this road no sooner pulis out from the 
station than one is impressed with the 
wonders still to be seen, for the train 
immediately plunges into a deep rocky 
ravine, and then slowly ascends until 
it is directly under the snow-capped 
peaks of the Bradshaw Mountains. 
Along the route are several thriving 
towns. Huron is passed, with its mines 
and smelter in full operation. 

The Santa Fé, Prescott and Phoenix 
Railway has at present a large force 
of men constructing a branch road, 
about eight miles in length, running 
from Poland Junction to Poland, where 
it will connect with an electric line to 
the famous Mud Hole mine, considered 
one of the richest mines in the coun- 
try. The tunnel, which will be ten feet 
wide, and nearly eight thousand feet 
long, to e this connection from Po- 
land to Lynx Creek, is nearly com- 


‘pleted, and nothing is being spared in 


money and men to have everything in 
operation in the early summer. 

The Grant Bros. of Los Angeles, who 
have just completed a tunnel 300 feet 
in length for this seven-mile extension, 


are at present grading and constructing 


three tunnels for another extension 
by the officials of the

road, from Mayers, the terminus of the 
Prescott and Hastern Railway, to the 
Crown King mine, a distance of about 
sixteen miles. This branch will also 
be completed during the coming sum- 
mer, opening a country not only fabu- 
lousily rich in mineral wealth, but 
abounding in scenic beauty 

in «his country or Europe. 

It is beyond question that this coun- 
try, now so littie known, will in a few 
years astonish the world, and bring to 
the Territory thousands of tourists and

ID" GIBBON RETURNS 
A BOER SYMPATHIZER. 


LOS ANGELES BOY'S EXPERI- 
ENCES IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


Transvaal Richest Country With- 
in the ch of Civilization—Says 
English Can Only Triumph Through 
Extermination of the Dutch. 


Tall, powerful and bronzed, world- 
worn, picturesque, overshadowed by 4 
rakish black sombrero, Charles Gib- 
bon floated back into town yester- 
day from South Africa. He landed at 
his old moorings in a little pool joint 
down on East First street, and non- 
chalantly began to tell “de gang” the 
news from the seat of war. 

“Kid” Gibbon, as his friends lovingly 
call him, and his war news arrived 
in New Orleans from the Cape in a 
returning mule ship a week ago Sat- 
urday, and they “‘railroaded” across 
the continent to Los Angeles, alight- 
ing in the suburbs yester¢ay after- 
noon. He hadn't even had time to 
shave off his African whiskers when 
his old friends ran into him, and the 
news was still vividly fresh. 

Gibbon is a typical American of the 

Class that is as rough and as intelli- 
gent as any in the world, always 
ready to tackle any propositi that 
turns up, in peace or in war—war pre- 
ferred. He slipped out of Los Angeles 
over a year ago and worked his way 
to New Orleans. There he ship for 
Cape Town on an English mule ship, 
with a cargo of 4000 mules, he says. 
Ninety-six days were consumed in 
the voyage, and Gibbon has many 
stories to tell of the terrible cruelty 
the poor beasts must endure during 
the trip, for they must remain stand- 
ing in a narrow stall all the way over. 
Many die during the voyage, and 
many more after an. because of 
the change of climate following the 
hardships of the trip. . 
To escape being drafted into the 
British forces he had to leave South 
Africa—and he had to leave in a hurry 
not to be impressed into the ranks 
with Tommy Atkins. He says he 
would have joined the Boers first, and 
was tempted to do so, except that he 
saw a rich prospect in store in the 
country for a wide-awake American 
} if he could hold off until the fighting 
is over and then return, and he took 
advantage of an opportunity to es- 
cape from the box he had gotten into. 
After knocking about the world by 
sea and land, he grew his big mus- 
eles as a tie-choppcr in the redwood 
forests of Northern California, then 
shipped from northern ports on lum- 
ber szhooners for Australia, and sun- 
dry other far countries, and has since 
been farmer and mule-whacker. 

Gibbon believes the Boer country of 
Africa to be the richest land within 
the reaches of civilization. He was an 
intelligent observer while there. He 
said yesterday: “The Boers are put- 
ting up a fight for their homes that 
will never end until every able-bodied 
man and woman has gone down De- 
fore the English, or some nation in- 
terferes between them. Engiand wil) 
be hopelessly benkrupt before the for- 
mer happens. It is true that many of 
the Boer women and girls are in the 
‘field fighting. They are scattered ali 
through the ranks. The young girls 
and small boys are dead shots with a 
rifle—they are as fine sharpshooters as 
there are in the world. 

“A man's sympathies can't help but 
be with the Boers if he is any sort 
of a fighting American. There is no 
manhood in the fight the English are 
putting up against them. : 
| “The English soldiér is ridiculous to 
fighting American; An American 
soldier could lick four of him right 
along—and the Boer is dotne it. ne 
of those English officers has more gold 
lace and women-fixings on him, to 
tangle him up and make him .a sure 
ioark, than the whole United States 
army. 

“The Transvaal country is just like 
California, as fertile, and as rich or 
richer in minerals. A westerner 
couldn't go far in the country without 
marveling at the mineral wea!th 
which is there, as yet undeveloped. 
The English want it and must get it 
in the end if some country does not 
interfere. 

“Anybody who has been on the in- 
side of things there—driving govern- 
ment mules to the front, for instance— 
knows that the Boers are pe ge 
much aid from Cape Colony, and. i 
they ever get enough of their army 
near there, there will be an uprising, 
end it will be ail off with England: in 
the Colony. 

“The Boers think all the world of 
an American. They are looking to 
America with all their eyes for help. 
They fairly worship Dewet, Botha 
and their other big leaders, and the 
best of the English have great re- 
spect and even regard for those Boer 
generals, because of the grand fight 
they are making.” 

Gibbon says he is going to do tte- 
cutting again fer a while to earn 
enough to return to South Africa and 
lay for a chanceé:to get rich there: but 
his friends beifeve he is going back to 
get into the fight alongside of the 
Dutch. and that he isn't going to Icave 
here for the front alone. They hint 
he is looking for sympathizers to re- 
turn with him.

UP HEIGHTS. 


Propose Passenger Cable 
to Top of Mt. San 
Bernardino. 


REDLANDS, April 17.—An 
summit of Mt. San Bernar- 
dino, is the latest scheme of 
Prof. C. G Baldwin, who is 
exploiting the electrical re- 
sources of the streams de- 
bouching from the San Ber- 
nardino range. :

Germs ms Found in Glaciers. 


Ruthless bacteriologists destroy one 
by one our fondest illusions. Now 
faith in the purity of glaciers must go 
the way of other popular fallacies. 
Hitherto the man in the street had 
imagined that were all the waters of 
every city and plain polluted he would 
still find immaculate springs in the 
Alps. But M. Binst, who presides over 
a chemical laboratory at the Pasteur 
Institute, having no such faith, ob- 
tained some ice from the glaciers of 
Mont Blanc itself and placed it under 
his pitiless microscope. His verdict 
shatters the dreams of mountaineers. 
It appears that even the summit, 
which so long remained untrodden by 
human feet, has lost its purity—if it 
ever had any. The ice in question, and 
water melted therefrom, were found, on 
bacteriological analysis, to be “peopled 
with colonies of microbes.” The state- 
ment which follows is particularly ter- 
rifying. It appears that “the germs in 
question were found to belong to the 
most varied families of bacteria.” M. 
Binst accounts for the pollution of the 
Mont Blanc glaciers by surmising that 
the microbes have conveyed to 
the mountain peaks by the winds 
sweeping the cities in the\ valleys.— | ———

When Drake was announced as win- 
ner of first prize, there was applause 
from the whole audience, for it was 
recognized as a decision in a close 
contest, but when Schauer was @en- 
nounced as winner of the second prize 
disappointment was too apparent to 
escape notice. 

Mr. Drake spoke for “American Pa- 
triotism.”’ It was a highly patriotic 
and polished oration, but rather 
“studied” in its delivery. The speaker 
leaned forward, constantly posed on 
one foot, and but twice in the twenty 
minutes or more did he raise his half- 
clenched fists from their position, 
hanging at full arms length, slightly 
in front of his body. The attitude was 
unique. 

Mr. Bazata, who is a native of Bo- 
hemia. had for his theme “The Mar- 
tyr of Constance,” and his hero was 
John Russ, the Bohemian>martyr of 
the reformation. In burning words he 
painted the character of his country- 
man, who refused to recant, though he 
knew death at the stake to be his 
doom. Mr. Bazata’s style of delivery 
was natural, realistic—just the oppo- 
site of studied grace—and he talked 
somewhat with his hands. 

Mr. Schauer spoke upon John Mar- 
shall, “The Apostle of the Constitu- 
tion.”’ and Mr. Dane upon “Social Con- 
science,’’ in which he argued that the 
conscience of the individual was the 
conscience of the nation. Both orations 
were replete with laudable sentiment, 
but in composition and delivery 
neither was the equa! of that of Drake 


or Bozata.
